Basic  learning  resources  are  those  student  learning  resources  authorized  by  Alberta 
Education  as  the  most  appropriate  for  addressing  the  majority  of  outcomes  of  the 
course(s)  or  substantial  components  of  the  course(s);  or  the  most  appropriate  for 
meeting  general  outcomes  across  two  or  more  grades,  subject  areas  or  programs  as 
outlined  in  provincial  programs  of  study.   Basic  learning  resources  may  include  any 
resource  format,  such  as  print,  computer  software,  manipulatives  or  videocassette. 

Authorized  Teaching  resources  are  those  teaching  resources  produced  externally 
to  Alberta  Education;  e.g.,  by  publishers,  that  have  been  reviewed  by  Alberta 
Education,  found  to  meet  the  criteria  of  review,  and  identified  as  the  best  available 
resources  to  support  the  implementation  of  programs  of  study  and  courses  and  to 
support  the  attainment  of  the  goals  of  education.  Teaching  resources  produced  as 
service  documents  by  Alberta  Education,  such  as  diagnostic  programs  and 
monographs,  are  authorized  by  definition. 

Support  learning  resources  are  those  student  learning  resources  authorized  by 
Alberta  Education  to  assist  in  addressing  some  of  the  outcomes  of  the  course(s)  or 
components  of  the  course(s);  or  to  assist  in  meeting  the  outcomes  across  two  or  more 
grade  levels,  subject  areas  or  programs  as  outlined  in  provincial  programs  of  study. 

Note: 

Section  44(2)(a.1)  of  the  School  Act,  Statutes  of  Alberta  1988,  Chapter  S-3.1,  as 
amended,  indicates  that  a  school  board  may  "...develop  or  acquire  instructional 
materials  for  use  in  programs  or  in  schools."

A  variety  of  listening,  speaking,  reading,  writing,  viewing  and  representing 
experiences  will  be  provided,  which  enable  the  Kindergarten  child  to: 

•  explore  thoughts,  ideas,  feelings  and  experiences 

•  comprehend  and  respond  personally  and  critically  to  oral,  print  and  other  media  texts 

•  manage  ideas  and  information 

•  enhance  the  clarity  and  artistry  of  communication 

•  respect,  support  and  collaborate  with  others. 

Mathematics 

A  variety  of  experiences  will  be  provided,  which  enable  the  Kindergarten  child  to: 

•  describe,  orally,  and  compare  quantities  from  0  to  10,  using  number  words  in  daily 
experiences 

•  demonstrate  awareness  of  addition  and  subtraction 

•  identify  and  create  patterns  arising  from  daily  experiences 

•  demonstrate  awareness  of  measurement 

•  sort,  classify  and  build  real-world  objects 

•  describe,  orally,  the  position  of  3-D  objects 

•  collect  and  organize,  with  assistance,  data  based  on  first-hand  information. 

Community  and   Environmental  Awareness 

A  variety  of  experiences  will  be  provided,  which  enable  the  Kindergarten  child  to: 

•  demonstrate  curiosity  and  willingness  to  learn  about  the  environment  and  community 

•  use  materials  in  the  environment  and  community  and  become  aware  of  how  others 
use  materials 

•  demonstrate  awareness  of  self  and  similarities  and  differences  between  self  and
